HE first requisite of all office sys 
tem, and the supreme test of its ef- 
ficiency, is that it shall produce 1n- 

stantly any record that may be desired re- 

garding the conduct of a business, whatever 
the nature of that record, or whatever de- 
partment it may concern. That a record 
shall be correct and be produced in a fairly 
reasonable time is generally expected, 
but that it may be produced for instant 
reference is not so generally believed, not 
withstanding the wide range of information 
which has been published on this subject 

A most important department is that of 

Correspondence Filing. In the large busi 

nesses of the present this is looked upon 

with such a degree of interest that the Cor- 
respondence Filing Department is assigned 
to a room of its own, with competent filing 
clerks; and attention is paid to the 
development of a

sytem which shall pro- 
duce instantly any record desired. The ne- 
cessity for this becomes apparent when an 
executive drawing twenty-five thousand 
dollars a year may have to wait five, ten or 
thirty minutes for valuable letters which 
through error or inadequate methods have 
been misfiled.

No matter what the method, _ special 


stress should be laid upon the fact that let

in the folder of the person or firm to whom 
they refer, and that all copies of letters in 
reply thereto should be filed next in order 
to the letter to which they refer; and it is 
even advisable that letters referring to each 
other should be pinned or pasted together. 
It is also well to note that any document 
coming in the regular order of the business 
may be filed in these folders, such as postal 
cards, telegrams, memoranda, sketches, let- 
ters, and even invoices, as well as incoming 
and outgoing orders. This, however, ap- 
plies best to the small business. When a 
business has assumed larger proportions it 
is well that invoices, purchase orders, or- 
ders, etc., be filed separately and not mixed 
with the correspondence.

This bearing con 
sists in this instance of a hub or collar (3) 
and an inner sleeve (4), which is mounted 
on a pivotal pin (5), the latter being secured 
to the hanger (2).

When the type bar reaches its printing 
position the end of the slot towards the 
direction of the return movement of the 
bar is in engagement with the stud (8), 
thus leaving the type bar and its hub (3) 
free to rebound or return through practi- 
cally one-half its arc of movement upon 
the sleeve, at which time the opposite end 
of the slot engages the stud eand rotates 
the sleeve through the remaining portion 
of the return movement of the bar, ready 
for a repetition of the operation previous- 
ly described. 

The foregoing, in brief, is a descrip- 
tion of the movement of the type bar 
as arranged in Mr. Zepeda’s invention. 
There are further details of a technical 
character necessary for a more particular 
insight into the matter. These details, 
however, Mr. Zepeda will no doubt be 
glad to furnish to persons who are par- 
ticularly interested.

PUTTING IN AN OFFICE FURNITURE STOCK. 





Some suggestions drawn from experience.—By Edwin L. Hettinger, manager of 
the office furniture department of the G. M. Britton Company, Reading, Pa. 





HE three office necessities, furniture, 
appliances and stationery have be- 
come an important item to every 

one. The furniture question in every busi- 
ness is how to properly equip the office. 
The expenditure for office furniture is usu 
ally larger than the sum of the expendi- 
tures for appliances and stationery—and yet 
one hears so little on office furniture. 


In starting an office furniture store or 
department try and get the line of filing 
cabinets that will give you the largest units 
—one that will take care of every conceiv- 


able size of paper imaginable. 


Get at least three grades of desks— 
cheap, medium and the best. Two or three 
lines of chairs are well to have. See that 


your tables match the desks and chairs in 
proportions, style, quality and color. Don’t 
forget the costumers, umbrella stands, cus- 
pidors, ventilators, sectional book cases 
and book shelves. 

Install a good catalog system, use the 
vertical cap file. Subscribe for Office Ap- 
pliances, and go to the New York or Chi- 
cago Business Men’s Show. 

Above all, don’t try and mix furniture, 
appliances and stationery. Have a distinct 
head for each if you want to try the three. 


Like Planting an Orchard. 


Building up a permanent office furniture 
business is like planting an orchard—you 
must be planting new trees every year and 
keep pruning the old ones if you want them 
to bear fruit continuously. 

In selling the customer, don’t try to load 
him up to the neck so that his purchase

will hang on him like a mill stone. “Do” 
him good but in the right way, so that he 
will come back you and always think 
that yours is the only place to buy office 
furniture 

Be sure to plant the good advertising 
natter that you receive from the manufac 
urers. Spend a cent or two and send it 
out monthly. One thousand will cost at 
the most for mailing only $15 per month,

To give the best service, try and get a 
few good office men—good ones, who want 
to get into the selling game. Say, you'll be 
surprised. If they’ve got the brains, give 
them a course in some good school in 
salesmanship. It will pay. 

The reason I suggest good office men 
is that they know what is needed in an 
office which is comfortable. They can talk 
office systems in selling the supplies and 
hold up the line of talk better than the 
average furniture salesman. 

The ordinary salesman usually gives the 
construction and quality story and then 
stops, but the brainy office man can paint the 
complete picture in the prospective custom- 
er’s mind by knowing what desks are used 
for, which would give better service for a 
bill clerk, a mail clerk, stenographer, etc. 
I firmly believe that the brainy office man 
will give the dealer and customer the 100 
per cent service they are looking for. 

Quick Delivery, 

Loan the man a desk until his special or- 
der comes in. If there is any doubt in your 
customer’s mind about installing a certain 
office equipment, filing cabinet or desk, or 
any outfit, tell him you'll send it on thirty 
days’ approval, and if he does not find it’s 
as you represent it to be, tell him to return 
it at no expense to him. 

One customer I had questioned my abil- 
ity in fitting out a room in which the order 
amounted to $1500. I asked them to kind- 
ly wait with their comments until I had the 
room completely furnished, and if I had 
used bad julgment in furnishing they could 
return every thing—they were all special 
order goods. I did not worry—they did 
not return a thing. 

Price. 

If you have the 100 per cent quality and 
are rendering 100 per cent service, say boss, 
you can get darned near any old price you 
choose to ask. 

Here’s where I say don’t go it too strong. 
Get a good price, one that you need not 
lose any sleep over as to whether you lost 
money or not, but be sure and steer clear 

of the exorbitant price.

BULLETINS. 


The Pittsburg (Pa.), Post of Nov. 9, de 


| scribes how it used the new Oliver “Prin- 


type’ machines for making stereoscopic 
bulletins of the election returns. Here is 
the story told by that enterprising newspa- 
per: 

“Two inventions used for the first time in 
Pittsburgh last evening, permitted ‘The 
Pittsburgh Post’ to throw the election re 
turns on canvas, besides affording enter- 
tainment for thousands of people assembled 
in front of ‘The Post’ building, in a manner 
never before attempted. One of the inven- 
tions is the product of the Oliver Type- 
writer Company, with offices at 406 Sixth 
avenue, and the other is the result of the 
genius of J. H. Hooper, of Crafton, who 
has invented a machine which he styles the 
‘Dactylograph.’ 

“The invention of the Oliver Type 


| writer Company is an improvement in the 


type used on the machines. Instead of the 


old-fashioned type, a Roman face is used, 


which prints the same as that seen in news 
papers. The letters, instead of being made 
of lines of the same width are shaded the 
same as the Roman font. 

“As soon as the returns were telephoned 
and telegraphed into ‘The Post,’ they were 


| printed by the new typewriter and imme- 


diately flashed on the canvas. In this man 


| ner, the spectators could easily read the re- 


turns Heretofore, these returns were 
written with a lead pencil, which often re- 
sulted in confusion, some of the writing 
being done in haste, left the reader to guess 
part of the bulletin. By using the machine 
the letters were plain and large. 

Experts Operate Machines. 

“The Oliver Typewriter Company fur 
nished ‘The Post’ with the services of two 
expert typewriter operators, Miss Frances 
Shapara and Miss Cornelia Allman. As 
soon as the returns came in, the young wo- 
men transcribed them on the machine, and 
in less than one minute they were being 
read by the crowd gathered in front of ‘The 
Post’ building. The new machine is named 
by the company ‘Printype’ Oliver type 
writer It required four years of exper! 
menting to perfect the machine that could 
use the Roman face type. The local office 
of the company is in charge of J. G. Rieger, 
and he assisted in preparing the returns for 
The Post’ bulletins last evening.”

A PROFITABLE TRIP. 

An interesting and beneficial trip was 
taken by Manager John Calder of the 
Remington Typewriter Works and his wife 
the past summer [They toured Europe 
for three months, and at a recent meeting 
f the Board of Trade at Fishkill-on-Hud- 
son, N. Y., Mr. Calder gave his impres 
sions of the countries over the sea 

Mr. Calder’s descriptive powers are 
splendid, and his talk was greatly appreci 
ited by the members of the Association 
His story of the little republic of Switzer 
land was especially good. He said that this 


midget country, occupying only 16,000 


square miles, has as highly developed civ 


ilization and as stable a government as 
iny of its neighbors, and that although shut 
in from all the great commercial countries 
by lofty mountains, its citizens live a 
happy life; much happier, in fact, than the 
bigger countries outside who _ constantly 
wrangle about their foreign possessions. 
The reality of peace as a world factor 
is manifest in this little country. There are 
no covetous desires on the part of the 
countrymen, or ungrateful colonists in 
other parts of the world to mar the happy 
life of the Swiss people. “Switzerland has 
a patriotic army, but it is maintained for 
defense, not defiance,” said Mr. Calder. 
“Like other small but prolific countries, 
Switzerland sends many of her well equip- 
ped sons to other lands, providing the nec- 
essary opportunities for their abilities. 
Her railroad, lake and fine road transpor- 
tation, all under state direction, are models 
f engineering ability of the highest order 
successfully and economically applied.” 
As an example of this, Mr. Calder de 
scribed the four long tunnels which pierce 
the great Alpine barrier between Northern 


and Southern Europe, and which connect 
Switzerland with the larger outside coun 
tries. His description of the great Simplon 
tunnel, under the famous pass of that 
name, is especially noteworthy. “This 
vonderful piec« ! engineering triumph 
onnecting French Switzerland with th 
Italian lakes and Milan is the greatest 
engineering achievement,” said Mr. Calder. 
‘ever carried out or even planned in tun 
neling, and the story of its construction 
reads like a romance: It 1s about thirteen 
miles long, and is from a mile to a mile 
ind a half below the mountain pass under 


which it burrows.” Begun in 1898 and fin 
ished in 1905, after seven years of unprec: 
dented labor and difficulties, it demon 
strates what human ingenuity can do when 
it undertakes a task in earnest. To cross 
the pass on foot to-day takes about nine 
hours’ stiff climbing, while more than a 
mile below, in the bowels of the earth, 
the twentieth century tourist passes from 
hilly Switzerland to sunny Italy in exactly 
twenty-three minutes

only one-third the area of New York state 
and about one-half that state’s population

Much has been said and written on the 
subject of handling salesmen and of the

than he is using, otherwise he will not buy

and to point out its many advantages over

DEVELOPING FOREIGN TRADE. 


he progressive spirit of American manu- 


facturers is shown by their efforts to secure 


foreign trade Not content with the trade 
possibilities within the borders of the 
United States, they are reaching out for 
the business of other countries. 


Foreign trade needs to be handled in an 
entirely different way from that at home. 
[The customs of the people and the trade 
conditions especially have to be considered 

An experience of a large American manu- 
facturing firm illustrates the difficulties of 
yverseas trade and shows how resourceful- 
ness won them a satisfied customer. 

An order recently came to the National 
Cash Register Company from the west 
-oast of Africa. It called for a National 
Cash Register with unusually large money 
drawers. A letter explained the reason for 
this. The machine was to be used on a 
Congo rubber plantation owned by the 
Belgian government. Chunks of hard rub- 
ber is the “coin of the realm” in certain 
parts of the Congo. The purchasing power 
if a piece of rubber depends upon its 
weight. When a native wishes to purchase 
say a knife, or a blanket, he tenders a chunk 
of rubber in payment. If the piece of rub- 
ber is worth more than the article purchased 
he gets his change in the form of a smaller 
piece or pieces of rubber 

Naturally the Congo merchant handles 
the pieces of rubber as carefully as our mer 
chants handle money. Protection against 
loss was needed, and an enterprising Na- 
tional Cash Register agent sold the mer 
hant a machine especially built to care for 
his “money.” 

The National Cash Register was built 
to the required specifications, and the Congo 
merchant states that it suits his purpose in 


every way

LITTLE over two years ago the 

inventors of the Automatic Letter 

Machine completed their first work 
ing model, and a description of the ma 
chine was published in Office Appliances 
Later on, upon the completion of an auto 
matic feed, a description of that feature of 
the machine was given in brief, and now 
after nearly three years of labor on the 
part of the company’s mechanical experts,

The stamps are plainly seen through the 
transparent capsules, and the coin deposited 
is also plainly visible. 

The device stands ten inches high and is 
eight inches in diameter, It is artistic in 
appearance. The inside mechanism is full 
nickel-plated, and all operating parts are 
of the finest tempered steel. A glass cyl- 
inder envelops the mechanism, through 
which one can see the working parts of the 
machine 

By the capsule arrangement one is enabled 
to sell stamps at a profit. Labels for fur- 
nishing two 2c stamps for 5c or four lc 
stamps for 5c can be furnished; or the 
stamps may be sold at face value. The 
device holds 124 capsules, 62 on each side

William H. Hill, of the well known house 


f Hill, Smith & Company, stationers, Bos 
ton, died suddenly on November 15th at his 
ome, 53 Avon street, Cambridge, aged for 
ty-two years. Diabetes was the cause of 
his di 

Until few days before his passing Mr. 
Hill was able to attend to his business reg 
ularly He had been connected with the 
stationery trade in Boston for twenty-five 
years 


William H. Hill was born at Indianapolis, 
Indiana, in 1866, and when about sixteen 
years old secured his first employment in 
the stationery trade with Bowen, Stewar! 
& Company of that city. He remained 
there two years, then came to Boston, when 
he entered the employ of C. H. Whiting, 
of 32 Bloomfield street. On Nov. 2, 1896, 
he entered into partnership with Fred M. 
Smith, and thus the house of Hill, Smith & 
Company was founded 

Mr. Hill was well known in Boston; his 
very attractive personality and his gentle- 
manly bearing making friends for him on 
every hand. He was a member of the Bos 
ton Chamber of Commerce and the Military 
Order of the Loyal Legion of the United 
States. 

Mr. Hill is survived by a widow, one son 
and one daughter.
